On Monday afternoon last. Tutor 
Shanks luid oc(>asion to visit the 
nniled States Navy Vard in Hrook- 
lyn. 

This one of Uncle Sam's most im- 
IKirtant stations along the Atlan- 
tic r-oast. Hor(( all the battle shijjs 
belonging to the navy are quarl(>r- 
<*d while out, of c(unmissi(Ui, und(M- 
goiiig repairs, or receiving sujiplics 
previous to leaving on a long s<sa 
voyage. S«!attered over the grounds 
are immense buildings, consisting 



of foundries, storehouses, officers' 
quarters, and barrack for marines, 
or soldiers of a ship, and sailors be- 
longing to the navy. There are 
four immense^ dry-docks, where the 
ships are docked to have their bot- 
toms cleaned and scraped of sea 
matter that has accumulated while 
the ship was in commission. The 
material removed is known as 
barnacles. 

After seeing the Chiraijo which 
was being extensively overhauled, 
in th«» way of receiving new boilers 
and many minor improvements to 
her nuichinery, Mr. Shanks, board- 
ed the l)attleship Miiinr. The 
ship at that tinu> was coaling, con- 
sequently her deck was not in a 
presentable condition. While wan- 
(hiring around looking at the tur- 
rets, giins, steam launchesand steer- 
ing apparatus, an officer st«spped up 
to him and introduced himself as 
I'ast Assistant Engineer, of the 
Engineer Cor|)s, F. C. Uowers, M. 
S. N., who politely infoime<i him, 
Mr. S., that ho was at his service to 
showaiul explain anything. Accept- 
ing this courteous invitation, he 
lirht conducted him to the officers' 
([uarters in the dining-room. An 
all-round introduction was made to 
those who ]iapi>en(S(l to be there, 
and a light refreshment was 
served. 

Mr. Howers is a graduate of the 
Annapolis training school, at Ann- 
apolis, Md., in the class of '75. 
And received his appc/hituKMit to 
the Maine shortly after she wont 
into Commission in ISO.'). She was 
built entir(>ly in the lirooklyn Navy 
Viiid, \n'v armament having beiui 
(last at tlie Carnegie and liethleheni 
SI eel Works in Pennsylvania. 

Tli(> lirsl thtn^r shown after the 
pl»>asant affair, was a Whit(>lioad 
Torp(Mlo. This steel projectile i.s 
shaped like an ordinary cartridge 
la[ieiiiig to a point, having a j)er- 
ciission head lilUnl with dynamit<^, 
and h)aded with 1200 lbs. of com- 
pressed air whicli propels itthrough 
the water, after it has been dis- 
charg(>d from the gun. To fire off 
this huge shell li.'iO pounds of pow- 
der, hexagonal shaped, and of a 
chocoliitc color, is used. One of these 
shells costs the government $1,250, 
but the accura(\v of the gunners is 
so keen tliat they never fail of hit- 
ting the mark. They can travel for 
twtfuty knots, at a rate of speed 
faster than a steamship. 

"^I'Ikm'c are two immense engines 
for driving the ship, which are dis- 
tinct from one another, and are so 
tremendous and comi)licated, that 
eacli has a little engine attached to 
it for setting it going. 

An immense dyiuimo having a 
capacity of several hundred amperes 
furnislM>s the light for th«> whole 
ship, and the big stnirchliglit in the 
(!onning tower. There are engines 
f(U' ventilating, and blowers for 
supplying fri^sh air throughout the 
entire ship, for hoist ingtluMinchors, 
for pumping, and steering the ship, 
for filtering the drinking water, and 
a nuKfhine for manufacturing ice 
and supplying cold storage. 

The powder magazine, wliere 
is in stored all the powoer, is a 
bombproof loom, as large as a hall 
t»»Mi-room, riv<>t<Ml so as to be com- 
pletely air and water tight 

There is a hosi)ital wherein all 
the ailments to which human flesh 
is heir are attended to. Along the 
wall of one sid(> of tliis room were 
shclv(>s loa(le(l down with dru^js of 
all kinds known to phiirmacy. 
This is presided over by an Army 
Surgeon. 

We had now reached tlie furnaces 
and l)oiler room, located nineteen 
feet below the water level. Tlu>.j' 
have an imm(Mise h<>ating surface, 
but the air ge'.!erat«>d by the power- 
ful fans, manages to keep the tem- 
perature down to a degiee so that 
is possible for the stokers and fii-e- 
m(Mi to work. 

The engine room was probably 
the most interesting part of the 
ship, for it is upon this that the 
success of a man-of-war depends. 
Here arranged at tlie si(l(Toflhe 
passage, are a dozen or more speak- 
ing tubes, telephones, any number 
of electric bells, automatics sign>ils 
and self-regislering devicea, to- 
getJier with the brakes that control 
the movements of the entire ma- 
chinery. 

The (juarters of the sailors was 
goiKs through, and our visit was 
brought to an end, by insp«>cting 
an offlcer's room. This room was 



finished in mahogany, with a com- 
fortable berth, and easy lounging 
chaii"8. Off from Mr. Howei*s' room 
was the library, and in a handsome 
polished mahogany book-case, were 
arrayed on shelves hundreds of 
books, comprising the stanilard 
works of art, literatuie and song of 
the day. 

The entire ]>opulation of this ship, 
including officers nuirines and 
sailors, is 356. 

Mr. Lawson N. Fuller, lather of 
our matron, Mrs. Wilcox, is a rapid 
transit projector of the iipper end 
of Manhattan Borough of our great 
city, and also an all-aroun<l-horse- 
tlriver. He lias been before tlie 
public in his daring feats of driv- 
ing six hoi-ses, attached to an old 
style whitechapel cart, and has 
established a re«'ord of 2. 53 J. A 
few days ag<» he aniunuKse 1 that he 
would att(Mni)t to break this record 
with eight horses. Several i)ro- 
minent people agreed to give him 
one thousand dollars each, same .to 
l>e given to any charitable in,stitut ion 
Mr Fuller nuiy name. The trial 
came off last Saturday afternoon, 
at l<'l<'etwood Park, and over »)ne 
thousand witnessed his effort. Mr. 
Fuller, despite his threescore and 
ten years, manifested the highest 
interest in the event. It was his 
first experience with an eight-in- 
hand. While training for the 
jjvent a few days previous, Cuitis 
Wilcox, .Ir., acted as pace maker 
on his bicycle. The two forward 
hor.ses had but lately been broken 
in, consequently he was somewhat 
handicapped, but succeeded in 
l)eating his own time of 3.20 l)y (5 J 
seconds. Afterwards he stated that 
he would later win the checks for 
th(< .1. Hood Wright Memorial 
Hospital, and those wlio know Mr. 
Fuller have no doubt of it. He 
may fail again, but he is bound t<> 
keep at it, even if it takes him all 
suihnu'r. He has a stock farm in 
Vermont, where he breeds the la«t 
kind of pacers and road horses. 

Prof. T. II. Jewell, and Rev. C. 
Orvis Dantzer, of Rome, N. Y., 
were visitors hero on Wednesday 
last. 

Several officers and pn])ils from 
this institution were at the Straw- 
l)erry festival, given in aid of the 
(Jallaudet Home, Tuesday last. 

Herman F. Prob.st, of Hridgeport, 
Conn., was a caller on Friday last. 
He came all the way over on liis 
machine, and did not s(>em the least 
fatigued for the journey accom- 
.plisiied. 

Miss L. C. Rice, fortwenty-seven 
years an instructor in the primary 
department at the Mansicm House, 
resigned at the close at the term. 
She leaves in a few days for South- 
ern California, where she will spend 
a year in quiet to recuperate fnim 
her arduous duties. 

Miss Jane T. Meigs, for forty- 
seven years connecte*! with this in- 
stitution, but who had retired from 
active class-room work several 
years ago, left here Friday last, 
and has taken up lier residejice in 
the city. 

Me.ssrs. I. N. Soper, C. J. Le- 
Clercq, A. Capelli an«l H. F. Probst, 
fornuid a quartet of wheelmen, 
who made a pleasant cross country 
spin, from the boys' yard to Van 
Conrtlandt Park, and return Sat- 
urday afternoon last.

ZsPHANtAll 3 ; U — "Sing, O daughter 
of 7Aan ; shout, O Israel ; be K^ad and ri>- 
Joice with all the heart, O dnughter of 
Jerusalem." 

'I'he words of the prophet of old, 
in the first lesson to-day, are words 
of joy and gladness. They were 
uttered because of the hope that 
he had for the people of God. It 
is with a deep sense of gratitude, 
dear friends, that I have the pri- 
vilege of speaking to you to-day. 
You cannot in the literal sense of 
the words, shout and sinjj, but vou 
can be ghid a»d rejoice for the 
Lord thy God is in the midst of 
thee. 

The affliction, as men call it, 
which has befallen you, is one of 
the mysteries of life. Much tha 
is strong and helpful is withheld 
from you who cjinnot hear, but on 
the other hand many are the bless- 
ings which come to you as well. In 
these latter days, however, a 
change has come. You cannot 
speak with your tongues, but yoxi 
si)eak with your hands. I want to 
quote from a sermon of Rev. Dr. 
(iallaudet, delivered last year in 
New York : — 

" After these days of mimcles 
had ceased, the deaf and dumb 
were generally left in spiritual ig- 
norance and d.irkness till al)out 
one hundred and ttfty j'ears ago, 
when De I'Kpee in France, Hein- 
ecke in Germany, and Wall is in 
<4reat liritain, were providentially 
led to estal)lish schools for fheeie 
children of silence. The jiicmeer 
educatois in a new field acted in- 
dependently of each other, and in- 
vented different methods. The 
Abbe De I'Epee taught his pupils 
to sp(>ll French words and sen- 
tences with the single-hand alpha- 
l)et, and explained their meaning 
by the sign-language. He conceiv- 
ed the id(»a that signs are to the 
deaf, through the eye, what sounds 
are to the hearing thn>ugh the ear. 

"He began l)y using the motions 
which his pupils had invented, and 
then gradually made additi(ms of 
his own till he was abh> to throw a 
flood of light and knowledge into 
the minds of his pupils an<l cause 
them to open to the influences of 
gt>nuine education. The children, 
of course, learned to write as the 
hearing do, by imitation and con- 
stant practice. 

"The abbe di ! not gi,ve much at- 
tention to th(< oral method. He 
certainly developed the manual 
method in a remarkal)le way. IIt> 
was faithful in I he religious train- 
ing of the children committed to 
his care. Heiuecke adopted the 
oral method, striving to make his 
(Jernuin pupils speak the words 
they wero learning, and also to read 
them on the lips of others. He 
did not allow the use of the man- 
ual alphabet or the sign-language 
in the school which he founded. 
Wallis gave prominence to the 
nuinual method in the education 
of the English deaf-mute children, 
but. adopted the double-hand al- 
])habet in spelling out words and 
sentences, and ananged a set of 
motions quite different from the 
Fr(>nch. These diverse methods 
had a common object in view. 
They opened the minds of deaf- 
nwilcs to the reception of know- 
ledge in relation to temporal and 
spiritual ntatters, and trained them 
to read and write the language of 
the country in which their lot was 
ciw^t. 

" It was a great comfort and en- 
couragement to these early educa- 
tors of deaf-muto children to find 
them capable of receiving revealed 
truth and cultivating the Christian 
life. The whole movement, thus 
briefly sketched, was a mighty 
lriumi)h of human energy and 
skill put forth wi.t|l (iod's blessing, 
over very gn-atobsiacles. It raised 
thou.sands of human beings to the 
rights and privileges of the family, 
the State and the Church. It car- 
ried comfort and encouragement to 
many sad reliitives and frieiuls of 
these strangely afflicted people. 
It made possible the preaching of 



the Gospel to the deaf and dumb. 
It opened the way for our blessed 
Lord to say Kphphatha to their 
spiritual eai-s, to help them to offer 
praises for their blessings, and to 
strenghen them by the Holy Spirit. 
How the angels must have rejoiced 
as they brooded over these eman- 
cipated people. What a thrill of 
pleasure must have animated the 
redeemed in Pai-adise as they be- 
held the wonderful i"esults of the 
enlightenment of the deaf and 
dumb, and knew that they were in 
pi-ovidential training for restoration 
to the use of their faculties in' the 
life which lies beyond the grave. 
The early educatoi-s of the deaf 
and dumb must have been pecu- 
liarly happy in the work lo which 
the Divine Teacher called them. 

"The first permanent school for 
deaf-mutes in the United States 
was founded at Hartford, Conn., 
in April, 1817, by Dr. Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, a Congrega- 
tional minister, in honor of wlu)m 
your mission is named. 

" Soon other institutions for the 
deaf and dumb were established 
by the legislatures of tlie laruer 
States. The number kept on in- 
creasing, so that now there are up- 
wai-ds of eighty — the one at Wash- 
ington being supported by the 
(Tovernmeiit and maintaining a dc- 
partnuMit called Gallaudet College, 
in honor of my father, and having 
its founder for its president, my 
brother. Dr. Edward M. (iallaudet. 
The students of this college, young 
women as well as young men, are 
graduates of the various State in- 
stitutions. The teachers of the 
deaf and dumb in this country dif- 
fer in their estimation of methods. 
Some sustain the strict oral, dis- 
carding the manual. Others give 
the manual their preference, but 
the givat majority put the oral and 
the manual methods together, in 
what is called the combined sys- 
tem, believing that this ac<H)m- 
plishes the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

"There are upwards of 40,0(K) 
deaf-mutes in the United States, 
probably about one-thinl being 
young children yet at their homes 
waiting for the time when they can 
begin their school education; one- 
third being at the v*}irious institu- 
tions, and the other third, having 
been educated, taking part in the 
mysterious battle of life." 

The first service in St. Ann's 
Church, New York, for deaf-mutes, 
was held on the first Sunday in 
October, 1852. In 1869, the work 
l)egan to spread to other cities, oc- 
casional services being held in 
IJaltimorc, Philadelphia, Boql^jn 
and Albany. 

In 1872 the Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes was duly organized 
and incorporated in New York and 
iti was expected that it would be- 
come a national organization. Ex- 
perience soon showe<l the wisdom 
of division. Aftei a few yeara the 
Mid-Western Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes was organized and has been 
under the care of a most faithful 
missionary, the Rev. Austin W. 
Mann. Work was begun in this 
city as long ago as 1874, services 
being held in Christ Church. The 
visits of the missionary were neces- 
sarily some six or eight weeks 
apart, and it was not t-o be expect- 
ed that thei-e could be much growth. 
The coming of the Rev. J. H. 
Cloud to reside in St. Louis, in 
IS'.IO, brought with it a great change. 
Servii^s could lx> held more fre- 
quently and steps were soon taken 
to effect an organization. On May 
30, 18!n, six years ago, was or- 
ganized St. Thomas' Mission to the 
Deaf. R<>gular services have been 
held. A Chapter of the BrtUher- 
hood has l)een formed. The Mis- 
sion has become the center of life 
for the people. 

Six years of organized church 
life have come and gone. Years 
filled with bhvssings, years too that 
an* marked by failures. It is cme 
of the sad things of life, that from 
day to day we must needs say : — 
" We have left undone those 
things which w(> ought to have 
done ; and we have done those 
which we ought not to have done," 
but we know that it is true. Yet 
(lod calls us lo holiiioss. We are 
not to i"est content—we must be 
ever seeking to be more and more 
His own people. As we look back 
at the past aud forward to the fu- 
ture, there mnst be gratitude and 



hope. Gratitude for the past l>e- 
cause in spite of all our short<'om- 
ings and sins, God has abundant- 
ly showed his mercy upon us. Hope 
for the future, because of His 
great love, (iod has called us to be 
workers with Him. 

A s{»ecial work is laid out for 
you. Many of your brethren in 
affliction have not the opportunity 
of worshipping Gml, and of receiv- 
ing the means of grace vouchsafed 
in His Holy Church. It is yours to 
make this possible. Men call you 
afflicted — and so you are. But 
the mark of affliction is the mark 
of God's special call to patience, to 
pei-seVerance, to nearness to God. 
In these modern days men arj) suf- 
feripg much from the hurry and 
bustle of life. They have no time 
to go apart and be with God — times 
of silence and of rest. Yet with- 
out such times we cannot be with 
God and learn to know Him. 

And though your lips l>e silent, 
you iieed not be silent in heart. Ye 
too may be glad and rejoice. And 
to-day is pre-eminently a day of 
joy aud gladness. We are in the 
midst of the Ascensiontide. We 
celebrate again the fact that man 
has been received up into Heaven. 
That lie who is the forerunner, the 
great Captain of our salvation, hiis 
gone before, and that we believe 
His wonls when He said : "Where 
I am, there shall my servant Im> 
also." And the man Christ Jesus 
at the right hand of the Father is 
the same gentle, loving Jesus who 
lived upon (nirth. So " we have not 
an high priest who cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities ; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without 
sin." " Who in the days of His 
flesh, when He had offered up 
prayers with strong crying and 
tears unto Him that was able to 
save Him from death, and was 
heard in that He feared ; though 
He were a Son, yet learned He 
obedience by the things which He 
suffered ; and being made perfect. 
He became the author of eternal 
salvation unto all them that obey 
Him." 

The work of the Church is to 
carry on the mission of Christ. To 
proclaim to all men their birthright 
and heritage. Toniake them know 
that they are the sons of God and 
that He calls upi>n them to live as 
sons. The, power by which Christ 
live*! is the power of God, and this 
power He has given to men. It is 
the power to live and fight. Christ 
won the victory over death and sin, 
thai we might overcome and gain 
the victory also. And now at God's 
right hand He siis, the pledge of 
man's redemption, the visible wit- 
ness of God's purjjose for man. He 
overcame by His obedience. His 
will was to do the Father's will. 
His purpose was to carry out the 
Father's aim. Man was made to 
live with God, and he oin never 
be content until he fulfills his mis- 
sion. All ahout us are suffering 
and sin. Andasthes<ms of (lod 
we are pledged to flght manfully 
against these. 

The need, then, of the hour is 
faith — a livint; faith in the living 
God. Faith not in oui-selves, but 
faith in Him. Faith that will 
trust his love and follow his guid- 
ance, knowing that He ever wills 
for us the highest that is possible. 
This faith will cause us to be 
patient and loving towards those 
annnid us, loyal and loving towanl 
our heavenly Father. As members 
of His Kingdom the Church, we 
.shall seek in every way to build 
up the Kingdom. We shall do all 
in our power to show forth the love 
of God to men. We shall be in- 
terested in all that makes man 
more honest a'^.d true, and above 
all we shall strive to order <mr lives 
acconling to the life of Christ. 
The quiet, every-day life, lived in 
the power of God, with a faithful 
and pei-sistenr use of the means of 
grace, will count for much in our 
influence among men. 

So then let us rejoice and lift 
up our heart** unto God. Let us 
praise Him for all his mercies. So 
shall W(^ ever ]>ress forwaid in lov- 
ing obedien(>e to the Father's will, 
glad and grateful for all He has 
done for us, strong and hopeful for 
all that He will de in us. 

" Sinsr, O Daughter of Zion, 
shout, O Israel ; be glad and re- 
joice with all the heart. O nmigh- 
ter of Jerusalem." 



There are .seventeen teachers at 
the Kansas School for the Deaf, at 
Olathe, but eight teachers have 
l>een recently removed from the 
school, under the Populist adminis- 
tration. Mr. Hammond has re- 
signed his position as siiperinten- 
dent of the Kansas Institution for 
the Education of the Deaf, 
but keei)s it until Mr. A. A. 
Stewart fills the vacancy, July Ist. 
There have been many changes at 
the school since 1885." 

Mr. and Mis. Ellsworth Long are 
in the southern part, visiting their 
relatives aiul friends. They have 
b' en on their visit two weeks and 
will stay two weeks more. They 
talk of going to Colorado, for the 
benefit of their health. They give 
magic lantern shows every Week, 
and ai'e doing well.

If there existed any doobt in the 
minds of the deaf concerning the 
one-Hided scheme of " conHoIida- 
tion " with St. Matthew's Church, 
those who attended the meeting on 
Friday evening, in the hall adjoin- 
ing the Church of St. John the 
Evangeliht, had an opportunity to 
form a positive opinion in the mat- 
ter. 

It might be well to repeat that 
St. Ann's ('hurch for Deaf- Mutes 
was sold about three years ago for 
tl 90,000, 

This amount of money represents 
the rfs\ilts of donations, legacies 
and offerings, for the carrying on 
of religions work for deaf-mutes.

scheme came before the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese, an<l — 
was rejected. 

Here was an unexfK^cled set-back. 
It was then announced that no- 
thing could be done till Bishop 
Potter returned from abroad. But, 
in spite of this assurance, some- 
thing vHiH done ; and on the even- 
ing of Friflay, the 18th inst., at a 
so-called parish, meeting, a new 
" agreement" was presented for ap- 
proval 

It wii« practical 1 J' tiic Maine hh 
the former "agreement," the dif- 
ference being that specified dis- 
position of the funds was omitt<Hl, 
and one item conw?ding $25, (KK) to 
build a church exclusively for deaf- 
mutes, an Hwyn as jfracficable, wat. 
added. 

At the meeting, both R<}V. Dr. 
Gallaudet and Rev. Dr. Krann 
made promises and concessions 
that were not enumerated in the 
"agreement." 

These promiH«.'8 were : $25,00(; 
for a new church to bear the name 
"St. Ann's Church for Deaf- 
Mutes," to be built at once ; th< 
endowment fund of $31,000 to go to 
the deaf-mute church ; two lots 
t valued at $10,000) to be sold and 
the money j,'iven to the deaf-mute 
church ; — making a total of $72,- 
000, out of $200,000 for the deaf- 
mute church, and the balance.*, 
*128,0(X) to St. Matthew's (Church. 
It was also promised that the 
deaf-mutes church should Yh', gov- 
erned by a board of trustees com- 
posed of the deaf only. 

Wishing to avoid furlluT un- 
ph'Hsantness, and acting under the 
motto that pari of a loaf is better 
than no bread, one of the deaf tnen 
pres*;nt suggested that if these 
pmmises were enumerated arif! 
specified by the insertir>M of an- 
other section in the agreement, the 
opponition of the deaf would be re- 
moved. But this was not to be. 
The deaf were again asked to 
" have faith" that all promises 
would be fulfilled. 

To t!iiH it was objected that 
promises could not bind future ves- 
tries t(> any plan of action, and 
that the deaf demanded that the 
same business methods he ap- 
[)lied in their case as were neces- 
8»nly employ«'d in treating with 
the vestrj- of St. Matthew's Church. 
Then followed a scene that will 
'.n be forgotten by the deaf- 
mules who were in attendance. 

In defiance of all parliamentary 
law, and utterly ignoring what is 
right and just, a number of men 
in the rear of the hall were counted 
so as to defeat the solid vote of the 
deaf gentlemen present, the ladles 
not l»eing allowed the priviletre of 
voting. 

Chairmjtri of the meeting 
hurriedly announce<l that the agree- 
ment had licen approved, jammed 
it in his coat pocket and hastened 
from the hall. Then a young man 
began putting out the lights and 
was put out hims<df. 

After the meeting, the ilea/ 
members — in fact, all the <i<iif' 
gentlemen and ladies pres<'nt- 
ganized and voted solidly and 
animouHly against the " agree- 1 
ment" which Dr. Krans t<;ld 
a refwrter had boen approved ! 
with practically no oppositi'

as the timtt for fiiKilling this [jro- 
mise was not slated, and the trus- 
tees could deier its fulfillment until 
the present generation was extinct. 
FurtlKfrinore it was linlicious, he 
said. The deaf were lo hd whal 
part of the fund belonged U> them 
go to a (ew-rcntiiiK: church that 
knttw little or nothing uboul the 
deaf, and tlic deaf were then to 
wail for a part of those funds for a 
church and parish of their own, 
wlien, by light, Iht) money wa.s 
alreatly theirs, and tln^y did not 
intend to it-l it, go out of their reach 
for no value re<teived. 

llev. Dr. Krans tried to convince 
the deaf that they would have 
equal rights in the consolidateil 
ciiiii'tdies, that their int(;r(!Sts woiihl 
bi- rlcvoiilly looked after, and that 
they would control certain pri- 
vileges where olhers <!ould not 
tread ; that they would have a 
church solely and exclusively for 
the deaf. The consolidation would 
biing prosperity to St. Matthew's, 
he said, and in tlie g«!neral |)ios- 
perity St Ann's would share 
equally. 

Mr. E. A. Hodgson saiil that if 
they placed specifically in the agree- 
ment funds and property aggregat- 
ing $72,000, as promised verbally, 
to enable the deaf tfi buihl ami con- 
trol their own church, ami allowed 
tliem to ap|)oint tlndifjwn trustees, 
they would jiro.sper as had their old 
church. If thin was givtui them, 
then he for one would withdraw his 
opjiosilion to (he agre»!menl, and 
th<5 remaining «100,000 could be 
UK<'d as the church saw fit. This 
woiiM bn altogellmr more satis- 
factory 1 1, an the iiidcfinilr [iromistrs 
contained in the agreement. The 
agreement, he continued, will be 
the tionstilutional tiornor stxme of 
Ihe new (dinrch, if carrif^d through, 
and the deaf should hav<( e(|ual 
rights and recognilion in its terms. 
Dr. (lallaiidet did not seem to in- 
terfiret mindi of Mr. Hodgson's 
strong arguiiKWits, and he (tvtjn 
liinU'd that he, Mr. Hodgson, had 
spoken long enough, but Mr. Hodg- 
son (;on(duded ati his own ph>asiire. 
It was not piejiidictf a'^aiiist Dr. 
Gallaudet tir Dr. Ktans, he said, 
but oiil.v expicHsion of his c<jn- 
victions .iccording to ""• ''"ht 
that God had given him. 

Dr. Krans replied that .>ii. liodg- 
son asked for little, while the new 
church propose<l to give them much 
more than ttiey e.xjsict. 

Major (Ji ne Maid lu; was op- 
posed to consolidation. He had 
been connected with the (diiircFi 
sinct! ISSJ), and from his (ixiierleiu-c! 
(!oiild not see any reason to warrant 
the deaf having a fdiur<di of their 
own, as (he ht^aring members 
always take an interest in them 
anfl are much Ixinefit. The balance 
of his remarks Dr. Gallaudet did 
not inter pret--at lejist not well 
enough to be und('rstood. 

,Mr. Ilodg.son expressetl siirjirise 
that he did not know Major (ireene, 
or many of th<»se other nirunbers of 
the cliurch who professed to take 
an interesLin the dewf, as they are 
sfddoni s<^ui at their entertain- 



ments, fairs or meetings. He said 
that only by giving the deaf their 
own churr-ii, ami this at. oruu', and 
not in th(^ indelinitti future, could 
the <loaf be kept from unworthy 
resorts. Tluiy would lake a pride 
in what they could really and truly 
call tludr own — controlled by. 
truHtccH elected by themsolvos. 

Mr. (!omer rose in his place, and 
made r(>iiiarks part only of whi(di 
Dr. Gallaudet intc^rproted — that he 
pro[)h(^sied that St. Mattln-w's 
Cluindi would decline in wealth, 
and that they would not have 
money enough to fiilUll their pro- 
mise of building a <'hiirch for Ihe 
deaf. 

Mr. Barnes recounted how difli- 
<niltieH oft(!n arose by a mixed con- 
gregation, and said that wort* con 
Holidalion ever accomplished these 
troiibleh would renew. Dr. (}al- 
laud(d; can not always Ik* right, lu^ 
said. "Man eirs." However, 
honoraiile arc Dr. (Jallaudel's mo- 
tives he may be wrong for once, 
but the deaf should put faith in 
him. The deaf being in the mi- 
nority in point of numbers, would 
naturally get very little of the mo- 
ney when once out of their hands. 

Mr. Ilodtrsoii imiuired why the 
meeting had been called. 

Dr. (iall.'iiidel said "lo act on 
the new agreement." 

" The agrecsnient is not suitable," 
replied Mr. Ilodgstm, 

" It must stand or drop, and w( 
will all be at s<'a," 

Mr, ('oiner wanted to drop it. 

Mr. Hodgson sai<l that he was 
opposed to the reH(dution <m the 
izroiind that St. Ann's, and niort 
particularly tlu^ deaf-mutes, w(m< 
not receiving proper re<!ognition 
under the terms of the jiroposed 
consolidation, and moved that the 
r<!Holution be referred lo the authors 
with instructions that the rights of 
th(! deaf-mules in St,. Ann's l)e more 
si)(!(dfically defined in the terms of 
(•onsolidation. To this Drs. (}al- 
laiidet and Krans made their usual 
rejily, and both advistnl that the re- 
solution be adopted. 

Mr. Comer arose and offered an 
amt^ndmenl, tin* <dfe<d of whi(di was 
lo refer the rti^ioliition back to the 
governing boards of t.lm ' two 
churches. 

This was lost when i»iil lo vote. 

Tlien the following res(dution 
was olfered :

"Against? In favor? Against? 
In favor ? Against ? In favor ? " 
and so on. 

Only one — Mr. Hodgson — was 
al)l<? to tvit<jh on, and voted. 

Then Dr. Gallaudet said plainly, 
" In favor?" 

Twenty.fivt^ hands went up, and 
camt! from the hcHiing members 

Thti deaf again ]irotest,eil, but 
Dr. Krans .said the resolution had 
been carried, and he and Dr. Gal- 
laudet made for the door followed 
by the hearing members.

In Ihe meantime the tissistant 
sf)Xton of St. John's Church had 
cxtinguislM'd two lights, vvht>ii Mr. 
Comer called to him to halt. With 
a grin he turned out two more. 

Mr. (!oiner rushed across the 
room and administen^d a sharp re- 
buke. 

The sexton attempted to grab 
him. 

But in a twinkling the deaf were 
by his sidti. 

Et'cry one seemed bent on jire- 
venting troulile. 

One hearing man hit one of the 
deaf on the jaw, which was re- 
turned wilh a shove on the chest. 

Thesj" were the only blowHSlrii(;k, 
antl the only semblance (tf the light, 
aIthou>;li the Nnn Yorlc llrrnhl 
had it that the deaf attacked the 
assistant sext^on and were ejected 
frfiin the room, which is erroneous, 
fer they left of their own will. 

Mr. Hodgson mounted the plnt- 
foim and put thiMiiiestion plainly. 
Fifty-live hands went up, showing 
the stMitinient of (he deaf. 

The deaf after dispt-rsing dis- 
cussed the evening's occurrence with 
bitter denunciation against the 
stdieme. 

Sai<l one ; " If the Supnuntf 
Court finally saiu'tituis the consoli- 
<lali<ui antl (here is no oHu-r resort, 
then the deaf will Ijoycott the ntiw 
M;hurch, and begin all over again 
with our own deaf minisd'r." 

" If is liaid (o set^ how the Sii-

with law."

that Dr. (Jallaudet is under Dr-. 



Krans' influeoee, and were it not 
for him Dr. (Gallaudet would never 
b<> found on lh(> wrong sid(> of the 
issue. 

Mr. t!omer is resolute, and in- 
Knids to fight tooth and nail lo 
prev<uit tlio mone.v from going to 
St. Matthew's. He is treasurer of 
St. Ann's endowment fund, and 
will hold it tight. 

Mr. Comtir has now given out the 
facts concerning the loss of $17,000. 
In regard to this the newspapers 
say :

laudct, who founded ,St. Ann's for deaf - 
mutrs, he Hiiid that the money was to be 
used for the Hiipport of a free cfuirch. St. 
Matthew's is not a free church. 

"St. Ann's cost u«*((),(X)0. We sold it for 
?!liM),(KKI, Mild paiil olT a mortgage of l|il8,(K)0, 
wliii^h left llfl 72,(I(K), Now they iiniiiose to 
go into .St. Matthew's, which lias a big 
debt, and pay that, and only give the deaf- 
mut(!H »!i6,(KK) to build a church, two lots 
worth $15,(101), iind (enough endowment to 
make the l.dtiil amount tlii^ dcaf-niiitcs will 
liave *((),(I00. Tht.y arc entitled to all the 
money, as it was contributed for the work 
in a deaf-mutes' church. 

"I Hliall take I lie matter befon- the lUs- 
liop, and liav<^ already, tliroiigli my c<imi- 
sel, served Rector Kraii.s with notice to 
give mo notice of their appeal to the .Sn- 
iin^liie Court to clfect consolidation so that 
1 can prcHOiit the ease of Ihe deaf-mutes 
there, anil if nossiblo secure their equity in 
the onipcrty." 

"Mr. ('omer recently was elected Treas- 
urer of the endowment fund of the church. 
This fund now ftiiioiintK to about lina.tXK). 
He roiinil the liookHiliil not lialanci'. 

"I made iiKiiiirles," he said, "and learn- 
ed that the man who acted as treiiHiirer of 
the fund several years ago had misapropri- 
ated iiboiit IM'2,(H)0. The total amount was 
more, but he made restitution so far as he 
was able, lie turno<l over to the fund ii 
second mortgage on some New .Jersey 
wharf frontage and a little Insurance 
policy, 

"'the man died a few years ago, and 
when his estale was settled the mortgage 
was foiiiirl to be worthless, as the first 
mortgage only was satisfied by the sale of 
the iiropcrty." 

";Mf. Comer would iio( give the name of 
the defaulter, as the taniily is In ignorance 
of his crime. 

In regard to the nuuding, it ap- 
jiears that pains were taken to have 
the hearing members iiresent, while 
few of the deaf were avvaie of it as 
only about fifty were iiresent. 
Had ample notice been given a 
hundred or inoro would have c(nne 
come forward v\itli ili,.ir x-oting 
power.
